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TWO events of vast importance 
are demanding space* in our 
crowded column today—the Amer­ 
ican 
invasion 
of 
the 
Marshall 
islands and the remoulding of the 
Soviet Union into what amounts to 
a commonwealth of nations. 
The Russian move, which ap­ 
pears to confer a large degree of 
sovereignty on the 16 members 
comprising the union, bids fair to 
have far-reaching effects. 
For one thing it might give the 
Soviet 16 votes in any post-war 
“League of Nations” which may be 
created to maintain peace, whereas 
a government like that of the 
United States would have only one. 
There is, however, another point 
which, while not so obvious, strikes 
me as presenting momentous possi­ 
bilities, and it is this: 
This new commonwealth of na­ 
tions 
seems 
to 
contemplate 
a 
wholly flexible organization—a sort 
of big club—which could enlarge 
its membership freely without any 
troublesome annexations or appar­ 
ent 
Infringement

reignty of the new member. 


''pHUS, for example, if countries 
1 
like Yugoslavia, Bulgaria or 
Greece—all of which have devel­ 
oped strong Communistic parties— 
want to become tnembers of the 
Soviet commonwealth, despite their 
geographical separation from Aus- 
sia, they could do so without sur­ 
rendering their independence. If 
this is so H would permit of a wide­ 
spread eialargement of the Soviet 
Union. 
1 shall return to this subject in 
a subsequent article, but now we 
must take a look at the Pacific 
where American forces, supported 
by the greatest naval strength ever 
assembled in one place, have in­ 
vaded the heart of Japan’s Mar­ 
shall islands stronghold. 
We are hitting at the powerful 
bases of Roi and Kwajalein islands, 
having by-passed numerous other 
isles with the idea that if we take 
the two key positions, the other 
bases will more of less fall of 
their own weight. 
M 
a r in e s and army units are 
ashore on the Kwajalein atoll. 
There is fierce fighting, but early 
reports are that our losses have 
been moderate. 
Indications are that our gallant 
invasion forces have a lot of dirty 
work ahead of them, for these Jap­ 
anese defenses are among their 
strongest. The Marshalls are, of 
bourse, one of the main shields for 
Japan proper. 
The greatest event which could 
grow out of this invasion—and one 
for which our forces in the Pacific 
undoubtedly are praying — would 
be for the Japs to rush to the 
rescue with the big naval fleet 
which they have been sheltering 
within the harbor of their power­ 
ful naval station of Truk, 1,200 
miles west. 
That would precipitate a titanic 
battle which either would make or 
break the Mikado. Should the Nip­ 
ponese 
fleet 
be 
destroyed—^and 
from all accounts our Pacific men- 
of-war are ready for a showdown 
—it would open the way for a di­ 
rect assault on the Japanese main­ 
land. The defense of the Japanese 
island kingdom then would rest 
mainly in her warplanes and in 
her naval home fleet. 
O 
F course, if the Japs should win 
such a naval engagement, their 
lines would indeed be cast in pleas­ 
ant places. It would give them a 
fresh lease on life and reinforce 
their strategy of prolonging the 
war with the idea of tiring out 
the Allies and forcing us to com­ 
promise. 
However, it well may be that 
the barbarians of the Rising Sun 
won’t risk their Truk fleet in such 
a great gamble. 
After all, Truk and the surround­ 
ing Caroline islands present a for­ 
midable barrier—so long as they 
are strongly held—between the Al­ 
lies and both Japan and the Philip­ 
pines even if we capture the Mar­ 
shalls. 
American naval experts say the 
Japs can’t hold the Marshalls with­ 
out a daring fleet action.

Revises 1936 Constitution 
The reconstruction, Involving re­ 
vision of the 1936 constitution, 
gives each republic its own com­ 
missariat of national defense and 
foreign affairs. 
Foreign diplomats see in the 
move possibilities for one of the 
broadest, most elastic foreign poli­ 
cies of any government in the 
world—one which could give Rus­ 
sia the opportunity to swing great 
weight in Allied councils. 
There are diplomatic authorities 
here who feel the Russians have 
pulled off a brilliant piece of work 
in international diplomacy, no mat­ 
ter what are the immediate devel­ 
opments.

Nazis Build Up Forces

U. S. units now are within a 
mile of Terelle, some five miles 
northwest of Cassino. French forces 
took 100 prisoners yesterday and 
Americans captured 50 more. A 
(^ttle now is raging on Mt. Manna 
southeast of Terelle and German 
pockets in nearby areas are being 
mopped up. 
French Losses Heavy 
. American troops attacking be­ 
hind tanks entered the northern 
half of some old Italian barracks 
near Cassino, transformed by the 
Germans into a bulwalk of the 
Gustav line, and took prisoners. 
Patrols pushed to within 300 
yards of Cassino Monday night, 
but withdrew under heavy machine 
gun 
fire from Nazi 
“sacrificial 
squads” left in the town to delay 
the Allied advance and deny use 
of the main road to Rome, passing 
through Cassino. 
Evidencing the intensity of fight­ 
ing on the Cassino front, French 
Gen. Paul Devinck, chief of Oen. 
Henri Giraud’s personal staff, gaid 
French losses in two months in 
Italy have equaled their losses for 
the entire Tunisian campaign.

I 
NVASION of the Marshall islands following 
days of relentless bombardment from ships 
and planes testa Japan's claim, after Its bloody 
defeat at Tarawa, that the United States can­ 
not afford the price of marching westward to the 
Philippines. 
Japan cannot be more than partly right in 
that claim, because the United States cannot 
afford not to pay the price. That it something 
the Japanese will not be able to understand. No 
m atter how stubbornly they resist, the islhnds 
commanding the approach to the Phillijpines 
will be retaken. 
The Marshalls, which belonged to Uermany 
before the First World war, were permitted to 
go to Japan in the peace settlement. That waa 
a mistake in United States policy. The next 
mistake 
was in 
permitting 
the 
Japanese 
to 
fortify them In violation of its mandate. The 
final and worst m istake wag to assume that they 
would not be used for the purpose the Japanese 
plainly bad in mind ail the tim e—an attack on 
Hawaii and the subsequent Isolation and con* 
quest of the Pbilippinea. 
TbMe mistakes now are being undone—the 
bard way. When the M ariballs have been cleared 
of Japanese power, the Truk Islands will be next. 
W est of them lie tha Carolines, and west of the 
Carolines He the Philippines, which m ust be 
retaken before Japan can be brought to a show­ 
down. There is no doubt about the strategy; 
there is only ons way to nndo the damage done 
by a generation of blindness to Japan’s evil in* 
tantions.

Obvlonsly, no out la going to be convinced by 
merely eathnslaatic claims that it would be a 
good thing to h a te a national service a c t it 
would be a good thing if we had some snow to 
keep the w inter wheat from freezing In the 
ground. It would be a good thing if congress 
would get ita teeth into national problems and 
leave some good, deep bite marks. It would be a 
good thing if the Burma road, or something ]ust 
as good, could be opened early next week. It 
would be a good thing if the United States could 
concentrate all its potentia] war power against 
Germany and knock H itler's punch*drunk super­ 
race out of the war before Easter. 
But no one dreams of trying to do these things 
by passing a law, and only those who persist­ 
ently refuse to grapple with reality are dreaming 
now of fooling with a national service act two 
years after the beginning of the war to accom­ 
plish—they don’t know bow—something that can 
be accomplished only by more of the hard work 
that has brought us this far along the road to 
victory.

William Allen White Was Democracy Personiiied; 


In Him Others Saw What They Were Meant To Be

N THE town of Emporia in the 
•tate of Kansas there died on 
Saturday one of the moirt widely- 
beloved American* of our time. 
Yet for nearly 50 years he said 
what was In his mind so that noMe 
could 
mlsundersitand 
where

stood on the greatest issues which 
have arnuaed our people; and again 
and again he was a crusader for 
his convictions. 
It wa* not then by hiding Ms 
opinions 
for 
fear 
of 
offending 
those who disagreed with him that 
he won and held the affectionate 
confidence of men and women In 
every walk of life and of every fac­ 
tion and every sect. 
Will W hite was loved because he 
did in faot give unto othera that 
which they then irresl.stlhly were 
drawn to give hack to him. and 
would 
have been 
uncomfortably 
ashamed not to give back to him. 
He liked them enough to enjoy 
them. 
He liked, and he had the 
eye of a poet to discern, that thing 
in each other man which, when 
ail the tum ult and the shouting 
are over, is still the best thing the 
other man is and could he. 
And to this, because miKlern men 
are lonely In their souls and are 
hungry for fellowship, his country­ 
men responded, and they laughed 
with him at themselves and at him 
with themselves and felt comfort­ 
ed and were made whole again.

IS life le the proof that democ­ 
racy is more than a metluKl of 
govermnent and more than a hill 
of rights and more than the liber­ 
ties and equalltlee of men. 
It is a fraternity which holds men 
together 
against 
anything 
that 
could divide them. 
It cools their fevere. sU’bdueH 
their appetites and restrains thoin 
from believing luvd saying and do­ 
ing thoee IrTeconcllable. irrepara­ 
ble, inexpiable things which hurst 
asuihler the bonds of affection ami 
of trust. 
Will W hite was a gifted writer, 
a shrewd politician a fascinating 
person and something of a prophet. 
But what made him the greatest 
single influence for good in the 
Journalism and in the public life 
of our age was that he was an ex­ 


ample of how a free citizen can 
be entirely independent wdthin the 
community of hi« fellow men 
He could not and would not be­ 
come separated from fh« m. 
He 
was never crabhc-d, envenomed, fa­ 
natical because he felt Inetlnctlve- 
ly and knew by experience, that 
the community must go on, and in­ 
deed will go on, no m atter who 
wins the argument, who carries 
the election, who has triumph and 
who the disappointment. 
This is the positive virtue of 
which tolerance is only the nega­ 
tive aspect. 
And this Is the trne 
patriotism of a democracy that a

A peacetime military force of 
approximately 2,500,00(1 men i.s en­ 
visaged. About half of the force 
would be young men undergoing 
compulsory training. 
Upward of a million able-bodied 
boya grow up into the training age 
each year. 
There is no agreem ent on the 
exact age for .training, sonu claim­ 
ing it should be 17, others favor­ 
ing 18. 
Trainees would serve one year, 
after which they would be enrolled 
as 
reservists for four or eight 
years. They might serve in either 
the army or the navy. 
Prospective needs of the two 
services are calling attention to 
post-war military service problems. 
W hen the war ends the army 
will have five million or more men 
overseas—eager to come home. Hut 
there will remain much work to 
be (lone. 
The navy will be largest in the 
w'orld: its men. too. will be anxious 
to come home. 
“The issue Is one that politicians 


always have approached carefully," 
says United States News. 
“It is not a way of bringing 
down 
taxes. It coats money to 
maintain an army and navy with 
such a training program. Oppo­ 
nents argue that the idea of forced 
military training does not mix well 
with democracy," 
The army and navy would like 
to start a new group of young men 
on a training course when the war 
ends. 
Secretary of Navy Knox estl- 
mates that the months immediately 
after the war will be critical. At 
the end of the last war, the navy 
reached a point Where it could 
not send ships lo sea because it 
did not have the crews. 
Early training stages would cov­ 
er basic drills glveu to all men 
now. 
Much of the rest of the program 
would follow the general pattern 
established In the creation of a 
fighting army and navy—special 
training in the multitude of Jobs 
that fail to modern soldiers and 
sailors. 
.‘\ptitudes would be considered 
carefully. There would be more 
specialist training than is possible 
In wartime. 
It is emphasized that for boys 
unable lo go to college, the train­ 
ing would serve as a substitute. 
However, 
lTnlt» Mi States News 
points out, army ami navy backing 
for such a program does not mean 
its adoption. 
George Washington proposed a 
similar program in his first mes­ 
sage to congress and repeated the 
proposal in every subsequent mes­ 
sage. 
Congress Ignored him as it 
Ignored the requests of army offi­ 
cers after World War 1.

They ’ll Sav e Mo ney Fo r Gro cers And The Go v ernment, And So lv e Headaches

over the country will start 
distributing two hllHon ration tok­ 
ens to nearly half a million food 
stores. 
Behind 
that 
announcement 
is 
an enlightening story of the birth 
pains 80 many government officials 
have to go through before these 
new wartime ideas become an ac­ 
complished fact. 
The token idea was born in the 
office of price adm inistration al­ 
most as soon as the ration point 
stamp 
system 
was 
under 
way. 
For a time it was kicked around 
as inadvisable; but as the stamp 
system 
spread. 
It 
became 
ap­ 
parent some simplification had to 
be found. 
The 
sorting 
and 
counting 
of 
stam ps 
by 
denominationa 
have 
l>ecome 
a 
burden 
that 
costs 
grocers more than 135.000,000 a 
year. 
It was discovered that by in­ 
augurating 
change 
tokens 
and 
only 10-polnt itam ps, the coun­ 
try could reduce the number of 
stamp.s in circulation by 60 per­ 
cent and save 9 1,500,000 on every 
issue of a ration book. 
But once OPA had decided to 
issue tokens the real headaches 


began. WPB informed them that 
there 
wasn’t 
any 
nsable 
metal. 
It was found it wou! 1 be almost 
impos.slble to design a token that 
wouldn’t be confused with money 
or tokens issued in all designs by 
private companies in nearly ever 
city and by some states. 
After weeks or huddling with 
experts, the material selected was 
fiber-board, also used in the war 
effort but possibly obtainable in 
sufficient quantities. At first

located. W hat turned up eventual­ 
ly was a token slightly smaller 
than a dime and only .05 of an 


inch In thickness. It will be red 
and blue, In colors bright enough 
to be siwtted if there is any at- 
tempt to use it in turnstB^s or 
Juke boxes or vending machines. 
With tills final decision. Direc­ 
tor Chester Bowleg and his OPA 
began to breathe a little easier. 
Some fears are still being expres­ 
sed that the tokens will be mis­ 
used, but not much. Tokens are 
too valuable In obtaining food to 
be thrown away in penny ven- 
ing machines or coin boxes. 
There was some fear expressed,

In 19 41 the receipts were re­ 
duced to 9 438,021.30 which includ­ 
ed 9 21.150.19 that was transferred 
from the bond retirem ent fund.

ceptibly and as a result it is esti­ 
mated that the general fund will 
have an overdraft of approximate­ 
ly 
9 40,000 with which to begin 
19 44, but a large percentage of the 
bills will have been paid. 
Of course, this overdraft could 
have been avoided, except for the 
fact th at the county officials, and 
in our opinion Justifiably so, re­ 
fused to sell the bonds which were 
authorized by the county commis­ 
sioners to defray the reappraisal 
cost. 
It is 
contemplated that Colum­ 
biana county will end the year 
19 44 with a small balance in the 
general fund and all bills will have 
been paid. This can bo accomplish­ 
ed partially by taking advantage 
of excess classified tax money and 
nsing it for matching purposes 
with the state of Ohio for the fi­ 
nancing of emergency relief.

Certainly planning ahead in this 
m anner represents straight-forward 
thinking upon the part of present 
county officials and indicates that 
the fiscal policy is sound. 
Officials should be commended 
upon establishing su(ih a broad 
policy and it is only hoped th at the 
economic conditions combined with 
further economical planning upon 
the part of coiinty officials will re­ 
sult in the success of this pro­ 
gram. 


Booby Traps 


Some Ot The Ideas May Be New But 


This Form Of Cold - Blooded Murder 


Goes Far Back Into History

•y H E booby trap, more formally known as the 
X 
antl-porsonnel mine and often mentioned in 
war news, is supposed to have been Introduced to 
warfare by the Gormans toward the close of 
World W ar I. 
Veterans of that war will recall hearing of 
Isolated Instances of bombs in various forms be­ 
ing found in quarters Just evacuated by the enemy 
and rigged in a m anner to destroy the life and 
limb of the unwary. But the system had not 
developed to an extent that called for elaborate 
precaution.» . 
Casualties from the booby traps of World W ar 
I were few. No one looked upon the traps as the 
organized branch of murder that the Germans 
were to make them in World W ar II. That Is all 
the booby trap is — cold-blooded murder. The 
things nave cost the American army many^llvea 
in North Africa and Italy. The Japs are using 
them on a minor scale in the islands of *he 
Pacific. 
I was greatly Interested In an article by Daniel 
Lang In the current New Yorker telling of the 
regular instruction that now is given American 
troops on booby traps. It deals mainly with a 
visit tojh e engineers replacement training center 
at Ft. Belvoir. V'a.. and the earnest efforts of Capt. 
Frank W. Shuman, who is In charge of the in­ 
struction. It seems that Capt. Shuman is an au­ 
thority on booby traps. 


T tE TRACES them, according to Lang, as a 
4 X murderous variation of practical jokes, like 
putting a pail of water over a doorway to 
douse the one who opens the door and like 
planting explosives in draw ers to startle the 
openers 
thereof.

of

It is my guess that the booby trap may go 
back centuries in warfare, in which there is 
little actually new in form, but only In d“- 
velopment. The water springs that retreating 
troops in barbaric time.» prepared with pni.son 
for the avlvancing enemy was a form of boofty 
trap, but tlie first booby trap of the type the 
Germans have been using In this war that T 
ever beard of was a civilian device for assas­ 
sination. 
Nearly 40 years ago. when there was much 
labor trouble in the Rocky Mountain wo.« tt, we 
had a man named Gabbert on the supreme court 
bench of Colorado who was greatly disliked by 
certain radicals because of his derisions. They 
plotted his effacement in a diabolical manner. 
They made up a booby trap for him. 
B 
y 
l o ng 
and 
careful 
study 
oi Oabbert’s 
movements, 
the 
plotters 
learned that 
he 
walked 
to ihe state 
house at an unvarying 
hour eveiy morning, taking a ehort-cut across 
a vacant lot. They also learned that he walk­ 
ed with his eyos on the ground as If in deep 
study, 
blit 
that 
any 
bright 
object 
on 
the 
ground would attract his eye and that he would 
stop and pick it up. 
You can imagine the effort that went into 
the timing of the jurist's movements and his 
habits when I tell you that the assassins are 
said to have practiced with bright objects on 
him several time« to make sure he would always 
pick them up.

the w inter. 
Last month, had 35 percent sun- 
ahine and an average tem perature 
of 31.7 degrees against the nor­ 
mal of 27. The w arm eat day was 
Jan. 
26 when 
the therm om eter 
soared to 61 and the wjldest was 
•fan. 15 w ith 5 above zero. 
Six 'Damp Days’ 
Of the 31 days, four were clear, 
14 partly cloudy and 13 clmidy. 
There were only six day* when the 
precipitation registered more than 
01 inch, while over the last 51 
years, Mr. Copeland finds an aver­ 
age precipitation of 2.9 3 inches. 
The w arm est January on record 
wa« In 1932 with 38 .7. while the 
coldeet W'aa In 19 18 with 13.1 de- 
.grees. 
At this time a year ago 12.7 
inches of enow had fallen, but the 
all-time record was set in January, 
1910, when the district shoveled 
off 28 .3 inches. 
There was 37 inches of snow for 
the w inter of 19 17-18 , but this 
w inter so far there, has been only 
0,8 of an inch, which partly ac­ 
counts for the growing deficiency 
of m oisture. 
In January, 19 43, the tem pera­ 
ture panged from max imum of 60 
degrees to a minimum of 28 , with 
5 below.
